and specifications for a new Polish

congregation and was awarded the 
contract in competition with

others, including architects from Mil- 
waukee, Minneapolis and Grand Rapids.

The 
floors will be of hardwood throughout, 
tbe interior walls will be covered with 
hardwall plaster, and the finish will be 
of natural yellow pine. Stained glass 
windows will be used throughout, and 
there will be a basement under the 
entire structure. 
The basement wtfi 


be divided into a hall, furnace and fuei 
rooms, etc., and the church will be 
heated with hot air.

will be 2 feet high and tbe top of the 
spire will be 100 feet above the ground 
Stone for tbe basement will be furnish- 
ed free and hauled by members of the 
congregation during the present winter. 
The estimated cost of the church wi]j 
be about $J0.000. exclusive of tbe stone 
and other material that will be donated, 
which would amount to about $3,000 
more.

JONG English speaking people 


there can be found no more 
quaint observance of the sea- 
son than that In vogue amomg 


the woodsmen of northern Michigan. 
Throughout this great timber belt th«r«* 
are thousands of men employed, and a 
large proportion of them see the out' 
side world but once or twice a year 
when they journey to Sault Ste. Ma* 
tie or other nearby towns to make par- 
chases of the season's clothing. 


Throughout this great wooded dis- 


trict two-thirds of the men are Canad- 
ians, many of them devotedly reUgjooa, 
and Christmas among them begins, 
properly speaking, the 20tb of Decem- 
ber. 
However, these men perform 


a beautiful and weird aspect to 


the scene. At sunrise all the men, wo- 
men and children, arrayed In their 
best, assemble at a prearranged spot 
and form a huge circle, the women 
generally in plain woolen garments 
and the men in nigh topped spiked 
shoes and dark flannel shirts. 


In the center of tbe group stand the 


husbandmen, or slayers of the fowls. 
waiting. A grindstone and six men 
three to grind the axes and three as- 
sistants, are also In the center of the 
group. At a prearranged signal all the 
people begin a march around, singing 
and dancing; the grindstones are pat 
In motion, tbe axes are laid upon them 
and the celebration Is on In earnest. 
The singing, dancing and counter- 
marching are continued nntfl the axes 
bare attained a keen edge, when all 
heads are uncovered, while a dozen 
men hand op the fowls for decapita- 
tion. The women take the slain fowls 
in charge, and soon they are prepared 
for the earth ovens. 


Feasting, drinking and dancing then 


continue until the last day of the 
rear, when all depart to their various 
camps.

Supt. Dtvis Reads Excellent Paper Be- 


fore School Board, Which Net on 


Monday Evening Last. 


The Board of Education met Monday 


evening, members present being E. M. 
Rogers, R. A. Cook, W. S. Young, F. 
J. Blood, L. R. Anderson, C. W. Ditt- 
man, C. W. Simonson and Simpson 
Todd. 


A committee of High school boys ap- 


peared and asked the board to guar- 
antee roe payment of ball rent for a 
series of five basket ball games, and 
after some discussion a motion by Dr. 
Rogers to have the chair appoint a 
committee with power to act in secur- 
ing places for practice and games, at 
an expense not exceeding $75, this to 
be collected only in case of necessity, 
was carried and the chair appointed 
Messrs. Blood, Davis and Cook. 
The 


boys promised to attend strictly te 
business and make a success. 


The board authorized the purchase of 
a Smith-Premier typewriter, a repre- 
sentative present allowing $20 for an 
old one and $30 to be paid by the board 
in cash. Miss Clara Means, commer- 
cial teacher, also asked for several in- 
dividual typewriter tables. A requisi- 
tion from Mr. Hammond, manual train- 
ing teacher, was referred to Messrs. 
Cook and Simonson for investigation, 
with power to act. 


Tbe resignation of Miss May Fuller, 


1st grade teacher in the Fifth ward, 
who is soon to move west, was read 
and accepted and Miss Nellie Reading 
was elected as her successor at a salary 
of $47 50 per month. 


Communications from Mr. Davis and 


Third ward teachers setting forth that 
it is impossible to heat some of the 
rooms in the building during cold 
weather, the temperature being a* low 
as 30 above, and that classes of 12 to 
18 had dwindled down to 4 and 5, 
brought forth some discussion, some 
being of the opinion that this was due 
to the poor quality of coal purchased, 
while others thought it was because of 
the way the furnaces are handled. The 
supply committee was finally author- 
ized to investigate. 


The 
superintendent recommended 


the teaching of hygiene in the grades 
and the purchase of books for that pur- 
poes. and also that pupils be given a 
recess of from 10 to 15 minutes in the 
forenoon and 5 minutes in the after- 
noon, as it would prove both restful 
and healthful. Mr. Cook wanted the 
recommendations 
carried 
out, 
hut 


Messrs. Blood and Anderson opposed 
the recess move, a practice abandoned 
years ago, and which has since been 
tried and proved a failure. It was de- 
cided to teach hygiene and supply 
books, but have no recess. 
The clerk 


was authorized to purchase a number 
of chairs, a belt for running the fan 
and some linoleum for the High school. 
Mr. Blood reported that he had pur- 
chased drinking fountains for 
the 


High schoul from P. M. Adams at a 
cost of $43. 


Tbe matter of an increase in salary 


wanted by Miss MacNees, teacher of 
the deaf, was left over, and tbe pur- 
chase of a long list of utensils for her 
domestic science department, or one 
she wishes to establish, was referred 
to the supply committee, 


Mr. Cook, for the committee on 


lecture course, was given more time to 
report definitely. 


Supt. Davis read an excellent report 


setting forth chief causes why pupils 
fail in their studies, one being want of 
respect for tbe teacher, another lack 
of interest and still

health. Very few pupils, be said, fail 
oc account of stupidity.

cane with a cnok at the top, Mrs. 
Hucke being unable to stand erect on 
account of an injury to her back. 


Dr. Walters remained with tbe un- 


fortunate woman for several hours, but 
could not save her life, she passing 
away at 11 o'clock Thursday forenoon, 
after being in an unconscious state 
since 5 o'clock that morning. 


Mary Hess was born in tbe Province

A committee of High school boys ap- 


peared^nd asked the board to guar- 
antee toe payment of hall rent for a 
series of five basket ball games, and 
after some discussion a motion by Dr. 
Rogers to have the chair appoint a 
committee with power to act in secur- 
ing places for practice and games, at 
an expense not exceeding $75, this to 
be collected only in case of necessity, 
was carried and the chair appointed 
Messrs. Blood, Davis and Cook. 
The 


boys promised to attend strictly te 
business and make a success. 


Tha board authorized the purchase of 


a Smith-Premier typewriter, a repre- 
sentative present allowing $20 for an 
old one and $30 to be paid by the board 
in cash. Miss Clara Means, commer- 
cial teacher, also asked for several in- 
dividual typewriter tables. A requisi- 
tion from Mr. Hammond, manual train- 
ing teacher, was referred to Messrs. 
Cook and Simonson for investigation, 
with power to act.

1st grade teacher in the Fifth ward, 
who is soon to move west, was read 
and accepted and Miss Nellie Reading 
was elected as her successor at a salary 
of $47 50 per month. 


Communications from Mr. Davis and 


Third ward teachers setting forth that 
it is impossible to heat some of the 
moms in the building during cold 
weather, the temperature being as low 
as 30 above, and that classes of 12 to 
18 bad dwindled down to 4 and 5, 
brought forth some discussion, some 
being of the opinion that this was due 
to the poor quality of coal purchased, 
while others thought it was because of 
the way the furnaces are handled.

The Work to Ba Don* In faction*—A 


Mile Should Se Carefully Finished In 
Its 
Entirety— How the Roadway 


Ought to B« Cared For. 


Bow good roads should ba made and 


how they should be cared for la tersely 
described hi the Iowa Homestead by 
an enthusiast, who says: 


in the flrst place, there should be no 


patchwork rosdoaklng having for its, 
object only to make one particular spot 
passable. Road work should be dona 
in sections. For instance, a mile of 
'road should be taken and completed la 
its entirety. 
Every inch of it should 


bejmade a good and safe road. I ven- 
ture the assertion that not more than 
one mile of road hi every ten is safe 
or free from some dangerous trap to 
cause trouble to careless drivers or 
those not given to close observation of 
the roadways.* They should be made 
so that a child might safely drive over 
them. 


Beginning. 1 would establish a rea- 


sonable grade so that no steep hills 
remain when the work is finished. I 
would make over the entire width of 
tbe road tfom fence to fence. I would 
make the actual roadway of usual 
width, with only riae enough in the 
center to shed rain. From the gutter 
at the side of this roadway I would 
make a smooth and even grade to tbe, 
fence line. Then I would compel tbe 
property owners along tbe road to keep, 
tbe roadside well set In grass and to 
mow anil care for it just aa they do 
their meadows. No deep, unsightly 
and dangerous gullies would be per* 
mittenV and the man who scraped a 
lot of grass, weeds, cloda and trash 
Into the center of the read should at 
once be ooaaleataed to peswl aervitoda 
for life. Capital punishment would be 
too good for the one who scoured bla 
plow In tbe road. 


Tbe road worker who plowed op a 


stretch of road late in tbe fall and 
left it to mellow up until spriag 
should be banished to roadless Sibe- 
ria, A plow baa no place In any road 
that baa once been properly made. 
The care of a road made according to 
my plan would be only that of goto* 
over It occasionally with a drag. The 
occasion for the use of the drag, bow- 
ever, should be from the viewpoint of 
the need of the road and not tbe con- 
venience of tbe operator of tbe drag. 
No man would be permitted to drive a 
drag over a road unless be were a 
licensed graduate of a roadmaklng 
school. A road drag is a dangerous 
thing (for the road) in tbe hands of a 
man who does not have sense enough 
to use it 


I would build a complete and effec 


tire drainage system to take care of 
the water that finds its way to the 
road—not a guesswork one, but one 
planned by a drainage engineer who 
knew how. 


I would make culverts and bridges 


the width of the road. No small cul 
verts should be built Tbey invaria- 
bly fill up and remain a damage. A 
goqd. big concrete bridge is the safest 
and cheapest that can be made.

LAGUE bas not occurred in a 
village In England for nearly 
250 years; accordingly, the 
announcement by the local 
government board that four 


deaths from this disease have taken 
place in a village in Suffolk is some- 
thing quite unique in these days. Less 
than 20 year* ago such an occurrence 
would have seemed Impossible, for It 
was generally held that plague wa* a 
disease of the past and only at an- 
tiquarian interest There were good 
reason for holding this view, because 
after the Great Plague of London, 
which destroyed over 70,000 London- 
ers, there was a gradual retrocession 
of the epidemic that had swept over 
Europe, and of whlct the London epi- 
demic only formed a part. The area 
of Europe affected by the disease be- 
came more and more contracted, until 
in the middle of the nineteenth ce% 
tury plague disappeared entirely from 
Europe and was limited to a few cen- 
ters which have for centnrie* been 
known as the homes of plague. One 
of these was in Mesopotamia., another 
In Kumaon and Ghurwal. on the south- 
ern slopes of the Himalaya*, and a 
third4» TaaBau, OB« of the most^rist 
ern provinces of China. Bnt thoet 
who bad'studied the history of plagues 
were inclined to think. If they were 
to Judge from the past, that this 
period of quiescence could only be 
temporary, and that, sooner or later, 
one or other of these centers would 
become active again. This activity 
manifested iteelf In Yunnan In the 
eightie* of the nineteenth century, and 
from there the dlaease gradually 
spread by the trad* routes through 
southern China to Canton, the capital. 
and from thence. In 18*4. to Hong 
Kong. It wa* In this British colony 
that Kitanto, the Japanese* physician, 
with hi* assistants, sent hy the Japan- 
ese government to study the disease, 
discovered the plague bacillus, and it 
was here al*o that Dr. Yersin. the 
French physician sent by the Erench 
government from Tonquin. made In- 
dependently the same discovery.. 


Plague, once having reached a busy 


seaport, made UM of U as a distribut- 
ing center, aad wa* carried to the 
coast town* of China and 1896 to Bom- 
bay. 
Plague had IMA been in Bombay 


for 184 year*. It w*» thus a new dis- 
ea*e. It presented Itoelf in a more 
or less mild form at first, lulling any 
fear* that might have been entertain- 
ed of Its powers of diffusion and de- 
struction, and th* only remarkable 
phenomenon co*a*ct*d with it was tb* 
great mortality *f th* rats and the 
migration of th* live rat* from the 


infection has also been brought over- 
Mod to Russia, where for several 
} e;ars it has been gradually gaining a 
frm grip preparatory to its advance- 
ment on central Europe when the op- 
portunity is favorable. 
Though t&e 


disease is slow in diffusion and ex- 
tends with difficulty, nevertheless, it 
is insidiously and quietly dotting itself 
over different parts of the world, 


This brief sketch of the progress of 


the disease during the past 26 year* 
vail remove any surprise that may be

them by the American government. 
A number of persons, exactly as In the 
case of rat plague, have become In- 
fected by handling infected squirrels:

•qalfrel* ha* been traced to Infected 
rat*, which, as we know, may mi- 
grate from a plague renter into the 
couatiy. as man has been known to 
do frequently in plague times.

HIo Janeiro.—-The soldiers at the 


fortress on Cobra island revolted Fri- 
day night, captured the fortress and 
withstood 
a. bombardment lasting 


from 5:30 Saturday morning until li 
o'clock at night. The rebels were al- 
most annihilated by the fire from the 
land batteries and warship*, losing 
over 200 killed and wounded. 


The scoutship Rio Grande do Sal 


joined In the rising, but the mutinous 
•ailors soon were subdued by their 
officers and a part of the local garri- 
son that remained faithful. 


The seditious movement, it Is be- 


lieved, ha* now been completely throt- 
tled, but the senate, despite the op- 
position of Any Barbosa, the former 
president of that body, voted to de- 
clare a state of siege for 30 days. 


The guns of the land batteries 


were trained on the island, which lie* 
fn the bay of Rio Janeiro, only a short 
distance from the city and opposite 
the marine arsenal. 


A heavy fire was directed against 


the rebels, and thla continued with- 
out cessation for five hour*. Then a 
white flag appeared, and It was be- 
lieved that the rebels were ready to 
surrender, but they asked only for an 
armistice, probably for the purpose 
of removing the dead and injured. 


Two land batteries and two loyal 


warships took part in the bombard- 
ment, and the artillery duel continued 
with great violence for many hours. 


The detonations of the big guns 


caused the whole city to tremble. 


The Island proved a good target for 


the batteries and replied with a vig- 


, oroua 
fire, employing considerable 


I shrapnel. 
| Many persons were killed along the 
shore and in adjoining streets. 


The fight against the Rio Grande 


do Sul lasted three hours, and among 
the killed was one officer.

bands of rebels climbed into launches 
and drew near the front of the Palacio 
Cattete, but they were forced to re- 
tire. 


The government notified the leaden 


of. the rising that the island would be 
taken by assault if they did not sur- 
render. In the meantime President 
Fonseca sent a message on the situ- 
ation to the senate, together with his 
view*.

horses.

Brood-mares should be sound, of 


quiet disposition, strongly built, and 
they should be well cared for. 


It Is a severe loss to the farmer 


who pays $25 stud fee, loses two or 
three months' work of his mare, and 
then loses the colt at birth, or after- 
ward, and all from neglect of some 
sort 


The mare can be worked up to a 


week or two before the colt is drop- 
ped. In fact she Is better off for 
the regular exercise, but she should 
be handled by a careful man, who 
will not excite her, and she should 
have a roomy box stall for sleeping 
quarters. 


Although many may disagree with 


me, I am firmly convinced from nearly 
30 years' experience on breeding 
farms, that it is a risky business pur- 
chasing aged mares, who have spent 
the best years of their life doing work 
in the cities, and trying to make 
brood mares of them. 


Even -if they are only eight or ten 


years old, it is an expensive experi- 
ment The reason is obvious. 


la the first place when a mare has 


arrived at that age, and has never 
had a colt, her chances of getting in 
foal are lessened each year. 


Furthermore it is safe to say that 


a reasonable proportion of 
these 


mares have slun~ed their colts, and 
for this reason they have been sent 
from the farms and sold in the cities, 
where they can do excellent work. 
In choosing brood-mares, always buy 
young ones, say from three to five 
years old, then you should be able to 
count on all of them getting in foal, 
or certainly nearly every one, when, 
if you pick up a lot of "second-hand'* 
mares, of uncertain age, your per- 
centage of colts will be extremely un- 
certain. 


One good, -sound 
young mare, 


bought from some reliable 
farmer, 


or breeder, Is worth more for breed- 
ing purposes than half a doxen so- 
called "bargains*' picked up in the 
city.

Ground for Early Vegetables.

This is allowed to lie 
there until the beds are to be dug 
over for planting, when the soil will 
be found as rich aad mellow mm anyone 
could desire. 
The available fertility

the soil with a fork and sow the seed.

A WOMAN AIRSHIP BUILDER 


Thousands of persons pass dally a dingy build- 


.ing lu Twenty-third street, New York city, with- 


out ever so much as dreaming that up in its loft 
there is a woman with tireless brain at work on 
the great problem of conquering the air. One 
need not be unduly surprised at this, as women 
have invaded most of man's territory, anyway. 
Miss E, Lillian Todd is no newcomer In the field, 
yet she is the only woman builder of airships, 
and tt is in the loft mentioned that she does all 
her planning. Visitors admitted to the place soon 
learn to watch out. If they do not they are sure 
to bo hit in the nose by some cardboard model 
which the ardent Miss Todd sends whizzing 
across the room with n rubber-band motor. Miss 
Todd began serious work on a biplane about two 
years ago which was In successful flight on the 


tvuation field at Mineola recently. "I don't care to say just what I'm working 
Toward," she says, in answer to a question, "but what I—what every builder 
of an airship wants to achieve Is a ship that will balance and recover auto- 
matically, like a bird. That more than anything else will make airship travel i 
practical. 


"We're not working toward It very fast In America now. Aviators seem 


content here to continue making spectacular flights, content with brilliant 
exhibition work. The public is delighted to applaud, and the press gives 
thorn plenty of space; but that won't last forever. There will come a time 
-ivhen the public will demand something more practical. More serious work 
Is being done on airships abroad. They go Into things more deeply over 
there. We Americans skim over the surface. 
We are hampered, too, by 


the personal jealousies of aviators. I believe in the freedom of the" air, and 
I think it will be a great pity if the development of airships is hampered by 
litigation over pa-tents. 


"I believe airships will be used as practical carriers within five years. 


They won't take the place of trolley cars, *but there Is a vast field for air- 
ships. They can be used for exploration. Think what difficult marches they 
will save. They will be of endless value to civil engineers in taking obser- 
vations for the best points for bridges, etc. And of course they would be 
immensely useful in war; but let us hope there won't be any war for them 
to b<? used in.

NEW SENATOR FROM GEORGIA 


Joseph Meriwetber Terrell is the new Unit- 


ed States senator from Georgia. The naming of 
Governor Terrell probably caused no surprise 
throughout the state. He was the one man most 
conspicuously mentioned for the post. 


A former governor of Georgia and former at- 


torney general of the state. Senator Terrell has 
been conspicuous for his Interest in education 
for the boys and girls of the state. 
The estab- 


lishment of the eleven district 
agricultural 


schools which have since come into being was 
authorized during his incumbency of the guber- 
natorial office in 1902. 


Senator Terrell served in the lower house in 


the sessions of 1884 and 1886, and in the senate 
which convened In 1890. He was elected attor- 
ney general in 1892 and served until 1902, when 


he resigned to make the race for governor. In that campaign lie made over 
120 speeches. 


He served In the office of governor for four years and eight months, be- 


ing given an extra length of time owing to the action of the legislature In 
changing the time of meeting of the legislature from October to June. He 
retired from the governor's chair on July 1, 1906, and has since been engaged 
in the practise of law in Atlanta. 


The new junior senator from Georgia is forty-nine years of age. He was 


born in Greenville, Merlwether county, on June 6, 1861, the son of Joel E. G. 
an<] Sarah R. (Anthony) Terrell. The county of his birth was named for 
General David Meriwether, an uncle of his grandfather, and the one for 
•whom the grandfather was named. He was educated in the common schools 
of the state and studied law, being admitted to the bar in 1882. Four years 
later, on October 19, 1886, he married Jessie Lee Spivey of Greensville,

Use a dry squash (the hubbard or 


others of same quality). Cut in suit- 
able pieces and cook in a steamer 
only Just long enough to soften so it 
can be pressed through a sieve. Too 
long cooking will make it watery and 
spoil it for a pie. Now heat .milk to 
the boiling point only and turn im- 
mediately on the strained squash— 
using just enough to make a thick 
mixture—much thicker than when 
eggs are used. Add salt and sugar to 
taste: flavor with ginger, or pure ex- 
tract of lemon Is good for a change. 
In deep plates this pie will take an 
hour for baking. Remove from oven 
when it ceases to bubble in center.
